A year later his wife war* 
seized with a fever and died, leaving 
Williams alone with his orphans. 
He

young ladies of the county, who, not­ 
withstanding some objection* from her 
family, subsequently became hi* wife. 
His new relations spurred Williams to 
gree.t exertions than ever. 
He added 
to his acres, his stock multiplied, ho 
erected a fine house, and, in fact, his 
worldly affairs were thoroughly pros­ 
perous.

Manufacture of Peppermint Oil 
A correspondent writing from Wayne 
county, New Y'ork, to the department 
of agriculture at Washington, gives an 
account of the production of ;>epper- 
mint oil in that region. 
There are 
about 3,000 acres of land annually de­ 
voted to the production of this usefnl 
and essential oil in Wayne and adjoin­ 
ing counties, which is considered the 
finest quality grown in the United 
States. 
The annual production is 60,- 
000 pounds of oil. 
It is planted very 
early in the spring, and the harvest be­ 
gins in August. 
After cutting the mint 
is allowed to wither for eight or ten 
hours, and it is then raked and placed 
in cocks, where it can be left but a short 
time before being taken to the still. 
The still consists of wooden tubs, and 
the wilted mint is packed in the tubs by 
treading with the feet; w hen full a cover 
is fitted tightly over the top of the 
j tub, and the mint is then steamed by 
means of a pipe which connects the 
lower part of the tub with a steam 
boiler. 
Peppermint is sometimes care­ 
lessly cultivated, and various weeds al­ 
lowed to grow' among it, which if f tilled 
with it will give impure oil. 
The strict­ 
ly pure oil produced in Wayne and 
adjoining counties is refined at Lyons, 
N. Y., and sent out in bottles made for 
the purpose, duly branded and labeled. 
The actual cost of producing and re­ 
fining it is from $2 to $3 per pound. — 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

So familiar did he become with the 
tools and the trade, that he determined 
witli the aid of the younger brother, to 
erect a two-story frame dwelling house 
for his father's family. 
The two boys cut the timber from the 
i forest, planned and framed the *truc- 
ture, and then invited the neighbors to 
| assist at the “raising.” They came 
from far and near to see what a lad of 
seventeen had done.

tise and tenon was formed to fit its 
place, and tile frame w’as seen to stand 
perfect and secure, the veterans cheered 
tile voting architect and builder.

that day he was in demand as a master- 
! carpenter. 
That boy was Ezra Cornell the foun­ 
der cf Cornell University. 
“Seest thou a man diligent in his bus- 
; iness? he shall stand before obscure 
it 
men. 
The meaning of this old proverb is 
that the man who has done w'ell in little 
things shall be advanced so that he 
shall not waste himself on work to 
which obscure men are adequate. 
Ezra 
Cornell illustrated the truth of the Ori­ 
ental saying.—Youth’s Companion.

The elopement of Mrs. Laura S t ^ r , 
Of Beatrice, Neb., with James ’V’anoe, a 
batcher, brings to mind an interesting 
bit of frontier history. 
Mrs. Soper’s 
maiden name was Laura Boper, she be­ 
ing the daughter of Hon. J<»eph B. 
Roper, of Gage county. 
In 1862 Laura 
was a beautiful girl of 18, and was en* 
gaged to a young train-boss named Kel­ 
ly. 
At that time there was no settle­ 
ments west of the Big Sandy, in Thayer 
county, except at the military posts and 
ranches along Uncle Sam’s highway. 
These ranches nsaally consisted of a 
rude log house, snrroanded with a 
stockade, and were from forty to fifty 
miles apart. 
Kelly started an estab­ 
lishment of this kind at Oak Grove, on 
the Little Blue, in What is now Nuck­ 
olls county. On the day of the fearful In ­ 
dian massacre, in Angust, 1864, Laura 
was going from Spring ranch to Oak 
Grove by stage. 
The Indians on that 
day made a general attack on the 
whiiasall along the traveled road, from 
Julesburg clear east to the Big Bandy, 
nearly two hundred miles, bands of sav­ 
ages springing on the little settlements 
simultaneously. The stage in which Lau­ 
ra was riding was riddled with bullets, 
and the driver and otlier passengers 
killed, tho girl being carried off prison­ 
er. She was taken to Oak Grove, where 
the Indians decoyed her lover into a 
conversation with the chiefs, and then 
killed him before her eyes. 
From Kel­ 
ly’s ranch the red fiends went to the 
home of thh Ubanks family, where they 
■hot and killed ten people, sparing only 
a young girl about Laura’s size and 
age. 
Miss Roper’s friends, with the 
aid of the military, made a long search 
for the captives, but nothing could lie 
heard of them, except when a roving 
scout or trapper would occassionally 
come in and report having seen two 
white women held by the Ute*. 
Two 
years after the massacre the girls were 
found living with the 
Indians on the 
Arkansas river, in southern Colorado, 
and in March. 1866, they were secured 
by the United States troojis. They liad 
b ^ n brutally outrages! by the Indian.^, 
and suffered every indignity that could

The Heroic French Doctor. 


Scores of lives are saved on the bat­ 
tle-field by the promptness, skill and 
bravery of the surgeons. 
Their work 
has often to be done in the midst of ex­ 
treme difficulty and danger; for it must 
tie done at once or not at all. 
Ia out 
late civil war, we knew of surgeons who 
went into the thick of the fight, where 
men were dropping and bullets whist­ 
ling all aronnd them, so as to^ give im­ 
mediate attention to the wounded and 
thus allay suffering and save life. 
This, 
it must be acknowledged, demands a 
loftier heroism than facing the enemy 
sword in hand. 
Napoleon in his will made this legacy: 
“I bequeath to the surgeon-in-chief of 
the French army, Larry, one hundred 
thousand francs. 
He is the most vir­ 
tuous man I have ever known.” 
Such 
commendation from Bonaparte must 
have l>een wel 1*merited; and it was, as 
the record of Larry’s services in Egypt, 
Kusisia and elsewhere amply prove. 
Before Larrev’s time, for a common 
soldier to receive a severe wound was 
almost certain death. 
It was only the 
officers who were much attended to, or 
who “lived to fight another day.” 
He 
changed things so much for the better 
that he sent forth Napoleon from Mos­ 
cow with more than one hundred thous­ 
and able-bodied men; although when 
the army entered that fatal city it con­ 
tained only ninety thousand combat­ 
ants. 
At the battle of Eylau, Larrey hail 
no fewer than ten thousand patients 
under his care—an army in themselves. 
Nor did he confine himself exclusively 
to the soldiers of France; a fellow- 
creaturo had only to need professional 
assistance, and whatever his nationality, 
he was his friend at once. He held that a 
snrgeon had no enemies except disease 
and death. 
Larrt-y’s moral courage was tally 
equal to his physical. 
Once, when the 
officers of the staff complained to Napo­ 
leon of their horses having been shot 
by command of the surgeon in-chief, he 
had been summoned to the Emperor’s 
presence. 
“What!” said Napoleon: “have you 
ventured, on your own responsibility, to 
dispose of my officer's horses to feed your 
wounded?” 
“Yes.” answered Larrey; nor did 
he add another word to that mono­ 
syllable. 
For this reply his master created him 
a bxron of the Empire. 
At the frightful retreat from Moscow, 
before the French could effect their 
passage across the Beresina, the Rus­ 
sians arrived in enormous force, and 
began to fire m>ou the mob of soldiers 
who were struggling to cross the bridge. 
In this immense disaster, Larrey, aftei 
having crossed over with the Imperial 
Guard, discovered that the 
medical 
supplies had been left liehind. 
With equal humanity and heroism, 
he recrossed the stream; bnt no sooner 
was lie recognized by the soldiers than 
he was carried, with astonishing rapid­ 
ity, in their arms across the river, the 
men crying, “Let us save him who 
saved u s!” 
The name of this noble man is en­ 
graved on the stone of the Arc de 
Triomphe with those of the illustrious 
soldiers of the Republic and the Em­ 
pire, and his statue stands in the Court 
of Honor in the military hospital of the 
Val de Grace at Paris.

The News Department collects 
all imformation 
relating to foreign 
countries that appear either in tlie 
journalistic and literary press or are 
otherw ise communicated, and distribute 
the same to the various sections. 
Sec­ 
tion I. comprises Sweden, 
Norway, 
Russia, zAustro Hungary, Roumania, 
Servia. Montenegro, the Turkish Em­ 
pire and all the independent States in 
Asia. 
Section II. iucludes the Ger­ 
man Empire, Denmark, 
Switzerland 
and Italy. 
Section III. keeps record 
of Great Britain, Holland, Belgium, 
France, Spain, Portugal and their col­ 
onies. 
These three sections are desig­ 
nated as the “Theater of War” in con­ 
tradistinction of the Fourth Depart­ 
ment of the Chief Bureau, the Rail­ 
way Department. 
Beside the Chief 
Bureau there exists a Sub Division, 
with four sections. 
The foregoing may 
explain the phrase frequently made use 
of that the mere touching of a “button” 
on tlie chiefs desk suffices, to mobilize 
an army against an Eastern or a Wes­ 
tern enemy, or against both at one and 
the same time.

M anufacture of Pepperm int OiL 


A correspondent writing from Wayne 
county, New Y'ork, to the department j 
of agriculture at Washington, gives an j 
account of the production of |>epper- 
mint oil in that region. 
There are j 
about 3,000 acres of land annujilly de­ 
voted to the production of this usefnl 
and essential oil in Wayne and adjoin­ 
ing counties, which is considered the 
finest quality grown in the United 1 
States. 
The annual production is 00,- 
000 pounds of oil. 
It is planted very 
earlv iu the spring, and the harvest be­ 
gins in August. 
After cutting the mint 
is allowed to w ither for eight or ten 
hours, and it is then raked and placed 
in cocks, where it can be left but a short 
time before being taken to the still, i 
The still consists of w'ooden tubs, and 
the wilted mint is packed in the tubs by 
treading with the feet; w hen full a cover 
is fitted tightly over the top of the 
tub, and the mint is then steamed by j 
means of a pipe which connects the 
lower part of the tub with a steam 
boiler. 
Peppermint is sometimes care- ; 
lesslv cultivated, and various weeds al- j 
lowed to grow among it, which if stilled I 
with it will give impure oil. 
The strict- j 
ly pure oil produced in Wayne and 
adjoining counties is refined at Lyons, 
N. Y., and sent out in liottles made for 
the purpose, duly branded and labeled. 
The actual cost of producing and re­ 
fining it is from $2 to $3 j>er pound. — 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

The state board of canvassers m et yester­ 
day in the office of the secretary of state, 
at the capitol. to make an official canvass of 
the votes cast in Minnesota for presidential 
electors and congressmen, on Nov. 4 last 
The board consists of Gov. Hubbard and 
Secretary of State Von Baumbach; but there 
were present to witness the count. Supreme 
Court Judge Berry, Auditor Braden aud 
Attorney 
General 
Hahn. 
The 
first 
package was 
opened 
at 
10 
o'clock 
in 
the 
forenoon, 
and the count was 
concluded—with two hours intermission for 
dinner—shortly' before 6 o’clock p. m. 
The 
clerks in the secretary of state's office had 
the totals footed up by 
9 o’clock. 
It is 
doubtful if there has ever been an election 
in the state at which so many errors were 
com m itted, the returns from alm ost three- 
fourths of the counties 
containing 
inac­ 
curacies of 
more 
or less magnitude. This 
w as especially so in writing the names of 
Sresidential electors, C. F. Kindred and L. 
. Thorpe of the Blaine ticket losing largely 
on account of errors in the initials. 
K M. 
Wright, on the Democratic ticket, suffered a 
loss of 0,000 votes, the returns being sent in 
for F. M. Wright 
Thomas E. Bowen aud 
George A. Du Toit also lost quite largely. 
J. J. Kendall, on the St John ticket, was 
withdrawn

G. 8. Livermore, on the

election judges in the counties were woe­ 
fully careless or badly bungled, in which lat­ 
ter event the county political com m ittees are 
to blame. 
The St. John electors ranged from 3,938 for E. 
M. Dennis to 4,684 for C, R. Fix. The Butler 
seven ranged from 2,833 for G. S. Livermore to 
3,583 for George B. Dresbach. 
Adding the votes cast for John G. Nelson 
and August Peterson—the candidates receiv­ 
ing the largest vote on the Blaine and Cleve­ 
land tickets—with the Butler and S t John 
figures, the total vote case in the state is 
190,017. which proves that Minnesota has a 
population of more than 1.000,000.

$*n& «ylvania’i F air D eputy Sheriff—How 
She Took Two B u rglars to the P eniten­ 
tia ry .

When the train from Chambersburg 
arrived at the Broad street station yes­ 
terday afternoon, a young woman of 
slight build stepped gracefully from the 
steps of the third car to the platform 
and turning to two strapping men, who 
looked like cow-boys at bay, said: 
“ Come on.” 
Tshe young woman was Miss Addie 
E. Kurtz, deputy sheriff of Franklin 
county. 
The men were Percy B. Hen­ 
ry and Henry Moten, both burglars 
and desperadoes, who were recently 
convicted in the Chambersbnrg courts 
of breaking into houses. 
Henry’s sen­ 
tence was one year, for breaking into 
the store of T. H. Wallace of Green 
Village, and Moten’s sentence was two 
years, for entering the store of Jacob 
Sheets in the same village and stealing 
clothing and 
a 
revolver. 
Moten’s 
capture was effected under difficulties 
and he show ed lnmself to be a man who 
wouldn’t stop at trifles. 
Few' in the crowd who were hurrying 
down the platform toward the iron gate 
exit had any idea that the two men 
who were walking in front of the slim 
voung woman were desperate thieves. 
’They walked along quietly, apparently 
anxious to hide the fact that they were 
on their w ay to serve terms in the East­ 
ern penitentiary. 
The fair deputy sheriff of Chambers- 
burg took the train at 
eight o’clock 
yesterday morning with only the two 
burglars 
as 
traveling 
companions. 
When the Cumberland 
Valley train 
arrived at Harrisburg Miss Kurtz told 
her prisoners quietly that they would 
have to change cars to take the train 
for Philadelphia. 
The burglars got out 
quietly and walked through the depot 
boarded the Philadelphia train. The car 
they entered xvas wrell filled with pas­ 
sengers. Miss Kurtz looked around the 
car and saw that getting two seats was 
out of the 
question. 
Suddenly she 
thought she w ould disclose her identity 
to the conductor of the train and request 
him to ask some of the passengers to 
“double up,” so that she might sit with 
her prisoners. 
The conductor did as 
she asked and turned the back of a seat 
for her. 
She told the prisoners to sit 
down and they did. 
Molten’s 
right 
wrist was chained to Henry’s left and 
with their free bauds they pulled their 
coat sleeves down over the cruel hand­ 
cuffs to hide their disgrace. 
Miss Kurtz settled herself in the seat 
opposite the burglars. 
The men felt 
their humiliation keenly, and the fact 
that they were lieing taken to prison by 
a woman, together w ith the picture they 
had painted of leading a prison life 
had the effect of robbing them 
of 
all 
coinage. 
During 
the 
long 
ride to this city they were as meek as 
lambs. 
Before the train had reached 
Lancaster every pas&cnger in the train 
had learned that there was a woman 
deputy sheriff on lioard who had iu 
charge two criminals. 
The novelty of 
such a sight sent the passengers from 
both ends of the train into the car in 
which Miss Kurtz sat. 
'They stared as 
they passed up aud down the aisle of 
the car, but Miss Kurtz paid no atten­ 
tion to the curiosity she had aroused 
and sat talking to her prisoners as if 
they were her friends and she were com­ 
ing to town on a shopping tour. 
After Miss Kurtz and her prisoners 
had walked down the platform of the 
Broad street station and had descended 
the many steps to 
Merrick 
street, 
she called a carriage and said to the 
driver; 
“I want you to drive to the Eastern 
Penitentiary.” 
Then turning to her manacled com­ 
panions ;he said; 
“Come, get in here.” 
The men obeyed sullenly, and the 
driver of the carriage, who was holding 
the door with his eyes and month very 
wide open, slammed the door after 
Miss Kurtz had got inside, and then, 
apparently dazed, mounted his box. 
Seemingly undetermined as to whether 
he 
was suffering from the delirium 
tremens or an attack of nightmare, he 
drove down Filliert street to Fairm ont 
avenue at a lively }»ace. The burglars sat 
on the front scat of the 
carriage and 
Miss Kurtz sat facing them, as she hail 
done in the ride from 
Chambersbnrg. 
As the carriage drew near the peniten­ 
tiary the expression on the men’s faces 
grew more desjierate, if jiossible. Miss 
Kurtz was all smiles and a look of 
perfect 
< nfidenoe in herself onlv 
helped 
icrease the humiliation felt- 
by her prisoners. 
She kept her right 
ban I in the pocket of her dress all the 
time. 
Now' and then, just to reassure her 
prisoners that she would not have any 
nonsenee, she allowed the handle of a 
silver-plated 
revolver 
to 
protrude. 
This had the desired effect of keeping 
them submissive, although with their 
free hand* they could have easily over­ 
powered the fair deputy sheriff, taken 
the key of the handcuffs, set themselves 
free and made their escape. 
When the carriage halted ai the pris­ 
on door Miss Kurtz led them into the 
penitentiary, delivered them over to 
Warden Cassidy received a receipt for 
their safe deliverance, bowed and smil­ 
ed and after a short chat with the ward­ 
en left the penitentiary aud started back 
to Chambersburg. 
Sue laughs at the 
idea of a woman not being able to handle 
desperate criminals, and said she wras 
as capable of taking a prisoner to the 
penitentiary as tlie shrewdest, bravest 
man iu the country round. Miss Kurtz 
was made deputy sheriff of f*rankliu 
county last spring by her father, L. P. 
Kurtz, who 
was elected 
sheriff last 
November. 
She is about theatytw o 
and quite attractive, and is very popi • 
lar 
among the young people of the 
countv.

Taken Captive by the In d ian a- M urder of 
Her Betrothed by R edskins—M arriage 
and Subsequent Elopem ent. 
The elopement of Mrs. Lanra Soper, 
of Beatrice, Neb., with James Vance, a 
butcher, brings to mind an interesting 
bit of frontier history. 
Mrs. Boper’s 
maiden name was Lanra Roper, she be­ 
ing the daughter of Hon. Joseph B. 
Roper, of Gage county. 
In 1862 Laura 
was a beautiful girl of 18, and was en* 
gaged to a young train-boss named Kel­ 
ly. 
At that time there was no settle­ 
ments west of the Big Sandy, in Thayer 
county, except at the military posts and 
ranches along Uncle Sam’s highway. 
These ranches usually consisted of a 
rude log house, surrounded with a 
stockade, and were from forty to fifty 
miles apart. 
Kelly started an estab­ 
lishment of this kind at Oak Grove, on 
the Little Blue, in What is now Nuck­ 
olls county. On the day of the fearful In ­ 
dian massacre, in August, 1864, Laura 
was going from Spring ranch to Oak 
Grove by stage. 
The Indians on that 
day made a general attack on the 
whitas all along the traveled road, from 
Julesburg clear east to the Big Sandy, 
nearly two hundred miles, bauds of sav­ 
ages springing on the little settlements 
simultaneously. The stage in which Lau­ 
ra was riding was riddled w ith bullets, 
and the driver and other passengers 
killed, the girl being carried off prison­ 
er. She was taken to Oak Grove, w here 
the Indians decoyed her lover into a 
conversation with the chiefs, and then 
killed him beiore her eyes. 
From Kel­ 
ly’s ranch the red fiends went to the 
home of thfc Ubanks family, where they 
Bhot and killed ten people, sparing only 
a young girl about Laura’s size and 
age. 
Miss Roper’s friends, with the 
aid of the military, made a long search 
for the captives, but nothing could lie 
heard of them, except when a roving 
scout or trapper would occassionally 
come in and report having seen two 
wlsite women held by the Utes. 
Two 
years after the massacre the girls were 
found living with the 
Indians on the 
Arkansas river, in southern Colorado, 
and in March. 1866, they were secured 
by the United States troops. They had 
been brutally outraged by the Indians, 
aud suffered every indignity that could 
be imagined. 
Miss Ubanks was a gib­ 
bering idiot, and her condition excited 
the soldiers so that, despite the fact that 
they were treating with the Indians un­ 
der a flog of truce, they hunted out the 
devil that had driven the girl crazy and 
killed him on the spot, 
Laura Roper 
was sent to her home at Beatrice. 
Af­ 
ter she had fully recovered from the ef­ 
fects of the cruel treatm ent by the In ­ 
dians Laura married Eli Soper, a resi­ 
dent of Gage county, who knew her 
history. 
They lived together until last 
week, when, after seventeen years of 
peace and happiness, duriug which five 
children 
were 
born to her, Laura 
skipped out with a bold, bad butcher.— 
Omaha Cor. St. Louis Globe-W mo- 
crat. 


Am m onia aa a F e r t i l i s e r . 
A correspondent of The London G ar­ 
deners’ Chronicle reports noteworthy 
return from use of Ammonia as F e r­ 
tilizer. 
He purchased from a chemist 
but will hereafter try “agricultural am-' 
monia, which is much cheaper” : 
“I put four chrysanthemum plant* by 
themselves and gave them a teaspoon* 
ful of ammonia in a gallon of watei 
twice a week. 
In a fortnight the re­ 
sult was most ptriking, for though I 
watered the others with liquid 
cot 
manure they look lean when comjiar**4 
with 
the 
ammonia-watered 
plant*, 
whose leaves turned to a very dftifc 
green, which they carried to tlie edp* 
of the pots until the flowers were oct. 
A* a m atter of coume the flowers wen* 
splendid. 
I also tried it on strawber­ 
ries, with the same satisfactory ra n k , 
the crop treing nearly double that of 
the others.” 


Ths Washington monument on Wednesday 
last reached a greater height than that of any 
structure in the world, being 530 feet and 10 
inches above the floor of the monument.
